Even those who did not sympathize with 
his position admitted that the Illinois Sena- 
tor at least stated his position well in de- 
manding that the Filipinos should have the 
right to declare for themselves whether they 

_* wished to be annexed to the United States 
or be permitted to set up an independent 
government for themselves. 

It was a peculiar thing which was general- 
Jy commented upon that men like Senators 
Hoar and Hale, who could not find words 
etrong enough to express their opposition 
to Senator Mason when he was pleading 
for the Cuban insurgents, whom they de- 
clared mere outlaws incapable of self-gov- 
ernment, today warmly congratulated him 
when he made an almost identical argument 
in favor of the Filipinos. 

' Senator Mason evaded the question as to 
the ability of the Filipinos to govern them- 
_pelves so skillfully and dwelt so cleverly 
upon the blessings of liberty for all men as 
to secure a large measure of applause both 
on the floor and in the galleries. It was 
admitted on all sides that his speech, while 
in no sense directed against the treaty itself, 
raised a new issue by elevating the semi- 
barbarous Filipinos into the position of a 
civilized government about to be deprived 
of its independence by a powerful republic.

itary commanders there to adopt a temporiz- 


ing policy the Senator's rash statement had 


the effect of discrediting much of his pre- 
vious argument. 
Senator Mason will vote for the treaty, 
but his chief supporters in the Senate are 
found among those who will not vote for 


ratification, and who were always opposed 


to the war with Spain. Senator Mason says 
frankly he expects to be severely criticised 
for today’s speech, as he fully recognizes 
the fact that the sentiment of the country, 
and particularly of Illinois, is overwhelm- 
ingly for expansion. 

Senator Mason this afternoon introduced a 
large number private bills granting pen- 
sions to citizens of Illinois.

THREE BANKING CHANGES vesrenpay IN STATE LEGISLATURES. 


SOME IMPORTANT MODIFICATIONS 
FOR EARLY ENACTMENT. 


To Increase Circulation to Face Value 
of Bonds—Greenbacks Redeemed in 
Gold Not to Be Reissued Exeept for 
Gold—Capital for Incorporation to 
Be Reduced to $25,000 — Hope of 
Having Changes Adopted at This 
Session. — 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 10.—[{Special.J— 
To increase the circulation of national banks 
to the face value of the bonds. 

To authorize the incorporation of national 
banks with $25,000 capital instead of $50,000 
as at present. 

To provide that when greenbacks have 
been presented and redeemed in gold they 
shall not again be paid out except in ex- 
change for gold. ._ 

These are the three changes in the mone- 
tary system the friends of sound money 
propose to try to have enacted at this ses- 
sion of Congress. Friends of sound money 
legislation, discouraged in their efforts to 
secure any general legislation on this sub- 
ject at this session, and believing the hope 
of an extra session has vanished, are con- 
centrating their influence toward the enact- 
ment of the simple changes in the law.

The syndicate has bought 125 acres, with 


1,200 feet of water front, at Annandale, 
Staten Island, and will begin immediately 
the erection of an ice manufacturing plant 
which will be five times larger than any in 
the world. | 

The capacity will be 1,000 tons a day. The 
contract for the machinery has been let. R. 
B. Ayres of the incorporators is authority 
for the statement that $1,000,000 already has 
been paid in, and a proposition made to in- 
crease the capitalization to $5,000,000. 

Architects have completed plans for four 
immense buildifigs, to be respectively 600, 
350, 250, and 175 feet long. Engineers are 
at work staking off sites for several hundred 
artesian wells, from’which the water to 
make ice will be drawn. 

Annandale is on the ocean sije of Staten 
Island, opposite Atlantic Highlands. The 
company will erect immense docks, and a 
fleet of nine modern stecl steamers will carry 
the product to ice depots in the boroughs of 
Manhattan, Brooklyn, Bronx, and Queens. 
The stockholders of the new company will 
meet on Thursday, when the personnel of 
the officers and directory probably will be 
made public. 

The powers given this remarkable enter- 
prise by its Jersey charter are even more 
broad and comprehensive than were those 


awarded by the State of Pennsylvania to the 


Credit Mobilier. As stated in section 3 of 
this charter this wanderful concern is em- 
powered to deal in ice plants, refrigeration, 
and cold storage wareho@es, electric plants, 
and steam plants, and deal in natural and 


artificial ice and refrigeration in all its }.

It has been ad- 
vocated by President McKinley in his two 
annual messages and will effectually check 
the endless chain process. It is believed 
jt will not interfere with any proposition 


subsequently to enact more radical changes 


in the finance laws, and therefore will not 
meet with antagonism from the divers sound 
money elements represented in Congress. | 

It is desired by the advocates of these 
changes to withdraw the McCleary bill, the 
favorable report on which by a minority of 
the committe last session has led to much 
wrangling, and to substitute for it a bill 
embodying these three specific amendments 
to existing laws. | 

Tonight Mr. Van Voorhis, who proposes to

ENGLISH REBUKE TO HOAR. 


“ Useless Now to Refuse to Face the 


Consequences Inevitable Since 
Dewey’s Victory.” |

The work may be done 
by the Committee on Municipa} Corporations 
in the House and the organization on 
municipalities in the Senate.

There is the highest authority for this state- 
ment, and it can be accepted as a fact. 

The Republicans have taken the initiative 
in street car legislation. Senators Berry, 
Campbell, and Busse introduced street rail- 
way bills last week. Several similar meas- 
ures were offered in the House by Repub- 
licanm members. 

Today Senator Hall and Representative 
Olsen introduced bills which not only re- 
peal the Allen law but the horse and dummy 
act as weH. The Allen bill amended the 
title of the horse and dummy act of 1874, 
and sections 2 and 4 of that measure. This 
would leave the other sections of the bill 
intact in case the Allen bill was repealed. 

The sections that would remain are of no 
particular value, and it looks as if the Re- 
publicans want to wipe the old horse and 
dummy act out of existence instead of re- 
enacting it. 

But the Allen law must walk the plank. 
Its days are numbered, and the Legislature 
will, it is believed, repeal it beyond doubt. 
| It will be remembered that the Republicans

TO REPEAL THE ALLEN LAW. 


Two Bills Introduced at Springfield to 
Annul the Obnoxious Meas- 
ure. 


Springfield, IN., Jan. 10.—When the Senate 
met at 5 o’clock the Governor submitted the 
following appointments: 

Lloyd J. Smith of Chicago to be a member 

of the Board of Lincoln Park Commission- 
ers, to succeed Horatio N. May, dead; Will-. 
iam Jackson of Rock Island to be a member 
of the Board of Managers of the Illinois 
State Reformatory, to succeed himself; 
James C. Sullivan of Cairo to be a member 
of the State Board of Health, to succeed A. 
Cc, Corr, whose term has expired. 
' The measure for the repeal of the Allen 
law which has the sanction of Mayor Harri- 
son, and which is understood to have been 
framed under his personal direction, will 
probably be introduced in the House tomor- 
row by Representative McGoorty of Cook. 

It will provide for a twenty-year limitation 
of franchise, the same as the other railway 
bills introduced. It will have further provis- 
ions for municipal ownership; that is, it wil 
give the people of the cities, towns, and vil- 
lages of the State the right to purchase, 
maintain, construct, operate, and lease 
Street railroads, with ultimate munic- 
ipal ownership at the expiration of any 
franchises hereafter given. The refer- 
endum is also included in thebill, with 
the qualifications that 5 per cent of the 
electors of any city shall first file a petition 
with the County Clerk, asking that the ordi- 
nance passed by the City Council be submit- 
ted to a vote of the people, and if a majority 
of the electors vote for the ordinance so sub- 
mitted, of course it becomes a law. ‘But if 


twenty days after the passage of the ordi- 
a it becomes a law without the referen- 
um.

Walter F. Cooling, one of the leaders 
among the single tax advocates of the city, 
set up a desk in John P. Altgeld’s head- 
quarters yesterday, and opened a single tax 
auxiliary to the Alggeld movement.

To Dr. Frank Fleury and Mr. Buck of the 
firm of Buck & Rayner of Chicago more 
than any other men is due the credit of get- 
ting the bill through the General Assembly 
providing for the organization of the board 
in question. 

Governor, Tanner insists on Fleury’s re- 
moval from the office for which he is so 
eminently qualified because he is a Demo- 
crat.

CLOSING POWERS-O’BRIEN CASE 


Hearing of Testimony Ends and Ad- 
dresses to the Jury Ale 
Begun. 7 


The hearing of testimony in the trial of 
Aldermen John Powers and William O’Brien, 
charged with keeping a poolroom, was con- 
cluded yesterday in Judge Gary’s court,.and 
the arguments of the opposizg counsel weré 
begun. Assistant State’s Attorney Barnes 
made a short opening address, but reserved 
his principal speech for the close. Attorney 
W. 8S. Forrest addressed the jury for the de- 
fense, and Attorney A. 8S. Trude, his col- 
league, began his argument, which he will 
finish today. The lawyers on both sides in- 
duiged in many pleasantries during the 
progress of the trial and kept a smile on the 
faces of the listeners. - 

Attorney Barnes introduced as witnesses 
Edward Wagner and Edward A. Scott. The 
former, who was to have been a witness for 
the defense, testified he was the proprietor 
of the poolroom at 170 Madison street when 
it was raided last spring, that he pleaded 
guilty to indictment, and was fined. Wit- 
ness Scott said he had frequented both the 
saloon and the poolroom for several years, 
gaining admission to the latter through a 
wineroom leading to a stairway, where a 
guard—Louis Marle—albways. stood. The 
State closed with the evidence of Deputy 
Sheriff Salomon, who said that when he 
brought subpoenas intended for the pool- 
room men into the saloon Mr. Powers sent 
up and got the persons wanted, 

AlMerman Powers on the stand, after tell- 
ing the jury he had been an Alderman for 
elaven years, was President of the Cook 
County Democracy, and chairman of the 
Finance committee of the Council, said the 
door to the stairway which led from the 
saloon to the room above was kept locked 
most of the time, though Wagner carried 
the key, but he had never taken the matter 
before the landlord or taken legal steps to 
close the entrance. He denied having any 
connection with the poolroom in any. way. 

- Alderman O’ Brien said he rarely visited the 
Madison street saloon, above which the pool- 
selling is alleged to have taken place, and 
that he did not know what happened ome 

During the case of the State no detectives 
employed by Jolin Hill have been placed on 
the stand, though Mr. Hill has been assist- 
ing Attorney Barnes throughout the case.

QUESTION OF SOVEREIGNTY. 


Washington, D. C., Jan, 10.Senator Ma- 


son of Illinois occupied the attention of the 


Senate for néarly an hour and a half today | 


with a speech in support of his resolution de« 
claring that “the United States will never 


attempt to govern the people of any country | 


without their consent.’’ 


_In many respects the speech was one of the’ 


most notable utterances in the Senate thus 
far this session. Rugged in language, point- 
ed and effective in illustration, Mr. Mason 
commanded the attention of the Senate and 
of the galleries from the first sentence of his 
speech to the apostrophe to liberty which 
formed his peroration. Several times spon- 
taneous applauce swept over the galleries, 


but under the stringent rules of the Senate 


it was quelled qtickly. ° 

It was several minutes after the conclusion 
of the speech before the Senate could pro- 
ceed with its business on account of the con- 
fusion incident to the congratulations which 
many of Mr. Mason's colleagues hastened to 
extend to him. He spoke from manuscript 
and confined himself closely to his notes. 


Wants Both Sides Presented. 

“Tt ig easy to drift with the tide,’ began 
Mr. Mason, “ but it is not always safe. The 
simple resolution I have introduced has 
nothing necessarily to do with any treaty, 
nor do I intend to speak of any proposed 
treaty. The resolution does not involve a 
question of law, but is a question as to the 
future policy of this republic. I am willing 
to trust the people, and I want the people to 


hear both sides of the case before the verdict 


is rendered. 


“ Distinguished editors and statesmen say’

Inasmuch as a good deal of misapprehen- 
sion prevails with regard to the office of 
Paymaster General, to which the young 
Duke of Marlborough has just been ap- 
pointed by the Queén in succession to the 
Earl of Hopetoun, it may be of interest to 
explain what the Paymaster Generalship 
really is. It is the chieftainship of the de- 
partment for the pay, not only of the army 
but likewise of the navy, and all the war- 
rants of pay for officers and men of the 
army, aS well as of the navy, have to be 
signed either by the Paymaster General or 
in his name. ‘ 

The office carries with it a seat in the 
Privy Council of the Queen, so that the 
Duke of Marlborough will, at an early day, 
be solemnly sworn in as a member of the 
Queen's Privy Council, which will give him 
an official status which, until now, he has 
not possessed. How highly esteemed is the 
dignity of a Privy Councilor may be gath- 
ered from the fact that many prefer it to 
either baronetcies, or even to peerages.
